The  Congo  is  only  600  miles 
from  South  Africa  and  Belgians 
who  fled  here  after  the  army 
mutiny  in  July  brought  tales  of 
plunder,  rape  and  humiliation. 

AFRIKAAXERS,  whites  of 
Dutch  descent,  form  the  back- 
bone of  the  white  supremist 
struggle.  English  - speaking 
whites  and  their  newspapers, 
while  conceding  the  possibility 
of  a Congo-like  uprising  here, 
called  for  a “no”  vote  in  the 
referendum. 

They  said  a setback  for  the 
ruling  nationalist  party  could 
lead  to  a “healthy”  political 
change  which  might  head  off  re- 
petition of  the  racial  riots  which 
erupted  last  March.  They  ex- 
pressed fears  that  “yes”  vote 
would  isolate  South  Africa  from 
the  British  commonwealth  and 
much  of  the  rest  of  the  world. 

SIR  DE  VILLERS  GRAAFF, 
leader  of  the  united  party, 
sounded  Uie  keynote  of  the  op- 
position. 

“South  Africa  will  face  a hos- 
tile world  if  she  is  excluded 
from  the  Commonwealth  if  the 
country  becomes  a republic.”  he 
said.  “Our  very  existence  in  Af- 
rica is  challenged.  A republic 
cannot  be  a refuge  from  the 
harsh  realities  of  life.” 

Verwoerd  brushed  this  aside. 

“ONLY  A REPUBLIC  could 
unite  the  white  peoples  of  South 
Africa  which  the  monarchy 
failed  to  achieve,”  he  said. 

“South  Africa  must  retain  its 
white  supremacy  and  the  na- 
tional parly  believes  in  devel- 
oping non-whites  in  other  ways 
than  in  equal  political  rights.” 

THE  GOVERNMENT  stopped 
the  raciai  trouble  in  April,  af- 
ter 80  Africans  had  been  killed, 
by  instituting  near  martial  rule 
and  jailing  hundreds  of  opposi- 
tion leaders. 

At  the  height  of  the  trouble 
Verwoerd  was  seriously  wound- 
ed in  an  assassination  attempt 
by  a white,  English-speaking 
farmer.  Dvid  Pratt,  but  has  re- 
covered.

Congolese  Try 
To  Rid  Country 
Of  Communists 

LEOPOLDVILLE,  The  Conffo, 
Oct.  5 (UPI) — Congolese  author- 
ities today  took  steps  to  root  out 
foreign  Communists  who  infil- 
trated the  Congo  during  the  hec- 
tic days  of  Patrice  Lumumba’s 
regime  and  block  further  pene- 
tration by  Red  agents. 

Officials  ordered  a census  of 
the  European  population  of  Leo- 
poldville and  instructed  all  hotel 
residents  to  leave  identity  docu- 
ments with  hotel  clerks  for 
checking. 

STRONGMAN  Col.  Joseph  Mo- 
butu expelled  the  Russian  and 
Czech  diplomatic  staffs  on  Sept. 
17  after  he  stepped  in  to  end  the 
power  struggle  between  Presi- 
dent Joseph  Kasavubu  and  Lu- 
mumba. He  also  ordered  all  other 
Communists  to  get  out. 

It  was  feared,  however,  that 
some  Communists  ignored  the 
order  while  other  Red  agents 
have  begun  infiltrating  the  coun- 
try.

Fifty  years  ago,  the  name 
“Banyan”  was  chosen  for  the 
Brigham  Young  University  year- 
book. The  name  was  submitted 
by  Professor  E.  H.  Eastmond 
because  it  represented  President 
Karl  G.  Maeser’s  idea  that  the 
“Brigham  Young  Academy  is  the 
parent  trunk  of  the  great  educa- 
tional Banyan  tree.” 


TODAY  this  name  is  even 
more  appropriate  than  when  it 
was  selected.  BYU  is  the  center 
of  the  Church  educational  sys- 
tem with  many  supporting  jun- 
ior colleges  and  institutes. 


According  to  the  World  Book 
Encyclopedia,  the  Banyan  tree 
is  a strange  tree,  native  to  India. 
A single  Banyan  tree  may  reach, 
in  its  inimitable  way,  the  size  of 
a grove  or  a small  forest. 


The  Banyan  'tree  derives  its 
name  from  the  fact  that  Hindu 
merchants  often  spread  their 
goods  in  the  shade  of  these  trees. 
The  Hindu  word  for  trader  is 
“banian.”

The  tree’s  sticky  white  sap  is 
used  by  Hindu  physicians  to 
deaden  toothache  and  reduce  i 
swollen  feet.  Birdlime,  an  ex- 
tremely sticky  substance  used  to 
catch  birds,  is  also  produced 
from  banyan  sap. 

In  another  way,  ^ the  word 
Banyan  symbolizes  the  influence 
which  the  university  exerts  on 
society  as  its  products  build  their 
place  in  the  world. 


Banyan  seeds  are  dropped  by 
birds  into  the  crowns  of  palms 
or  other  forest  trees.  There,  the 
seeds  find  enough  moisture  to 
grow'  and  send  down  roots  to  the 
ground. 


The  branches  develop  and  sup- 
ports grow  down  and  take  root 
as  soon  as  they  touch  the  soil. 
These  supports  enlarge,  becom- 
ing trunks  which  in  turn  de- 
velop new  branches.  In  time  the 
host  tree  is  killed  and  the  Ban- 
yan tree  stands  supported  on  its 
many  trunks. 


It  usually  grows  by  itself  rath- 
er than  in  groups.  The  largest 
known  Banyan  tree  grows  on  the 
island  of  Ceylon,  and  has  350 
large  trunks  and  over  3,0i0  small 
ones. 


Another  great  and  famous 
Banyan  tree  is  found  at  Calcutta, 
India.  The  tree  covers  an  area 
more  than  1,000  feet  around.  It 
is  reported  that  7,000  people 
once  gathered  under  its  leaves.

Losses  have  been 
to  San  Jose  21-8,  and  last  week 
to  Colorado  State,  8-7. 


Last  year  the  University  of 
Utah  held  a 5-5  record  while  the 
BYU  had  a 6-4  overall  total.
